Warning by Advisers. 

Although Secretary of State 
Dulles was waiting for an offi- 
cial report from Paris on the 
Mendes-France plan, some of his 
advisers warned that the “agon- 
izing reappraisal” of American 
foreign policy which he forecast 
last December may be at hand. 

There appeared to be a real- 
ization that the Western ailli- 
ance, which’ has been moving 
effectively and in unity for the 
last four years, is now showing 
alarming signs of disintegration. 

This was attributed in part 
to the skillfull maneuvering of 
Soviet diplomacy during the last 
few months and to an increas- 
ing tendency on the part of 
Britain and France, in particu- 
lar, to pursue policies independ- 
ent of the United States. 

Thus, some officials felt that 
the task likely to confront the 
Administration and Secretary 
Dulles in the near future will 
be to restore the unity of pur- 
pose and gfrategy in Western 
policy.

The report 
supported legislation which 
would have the effect of reduc- 
ing the number of cases tried 
in state courts which come be- 
fore federal courts in habeas 
corpus actions. 

The Touhy case was first 
brought before Judge Barnes in 
1948 by a habeas corpus action, 
which is a common law proceed- 
ing for inquiring into the law- 
fulness of the restraint of an 
imprisoned person. ro 

Although the Sebring report 
did not refer directly to the 
Touhy case, Justice Weygandt, 
in urging adoption of the report, 
mentioned the “very recent hap- 
pening” in Chicago which im- 
pressed some persons as being 
“utterly shocking.” 

He later confirmed, outside 
the meeting, that he was refer- 
ring to the freeing of Touhy. 

Report Approved. 

Justice Sebring's report, which 
was approved by the conference, 
recommended that federal law 
be changed so that a writ of 
habeas corpus “should not be 
granted by any federal district 
court or circuit judge unless the 
prisoner had first exhausted his 
right to have the state court 
judgment reviewed by the Su- 
preme Court of the United 
States.” 

The writ should be granted in 
federal court then only when 
the Supreme Court had “ex- 
pressly reserved to the prisoner 
the right to apply for habeas 
corpus to a district court or cir- 
cuit judge solely upon the issues 


presented to the Supreme Court d 


for review,” the report said: 

Under the present practice of

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Secretary of Defense Wilson has said that 
scientists must obey security regulations like 
anybody else. The remark came when he was 
asked about the unanimous report of Represent- 
ative Riehlman's House subcommittee. The re- 
port said regulations imposed on military re- 
search and development programs were 80 
onerous that the Government was losing some 
of the best men in this field and finding it dif- 
ficult to replace hem. 

Security certainly is necessary, but it seems 
that Mr. Wilson rather than the scientists may 
be missing the point. Are some regulations, im- 
posed without a thorough understanding of the 
work in hand, contributing to security or are 
they making scientific work almost impossible? 

This question was very earnestly raised by 
the Federation of American Scientists when it 
called for a “new approach” to security regula- 


tions which would narrow secrecy provisions and 


permit wider discussion and dissent. 


Dr. Lloyd V. Berkner, operating head of the 
highly important Brookhaven National Labora- 
tory, raised the same questions in a dramatic 
speech to the American Society of Chemical En- 
gineers. Had secrecy regulations been in effect 
early enough to be applied fo Planck’s work on 
high-temperature radiation as well as the spade- 


work of other scientists, he said, Einstein would 


not have had the knowledge on which he based 
his mass-energy postulate—the concept which 
led to the unleashing of nuclear energy. 

* * . * 

Now as always, Dr. Berkner insists, scientific 
progress depends on work in many fields and 
the interchange of the ideas of many men. Vir- 
tually all research has a direct or indirect mill- 
tary implication. But if such knowledge is to be 
declared “secret”—especially by men who, no 
matter how well-intentioned, do not really under- 
stand it and are “playing safe”—then scientific 
progress will be slowed down and all manner of 


. frustrations will set in. 


Consider, for example, a man who wastes 
endless hours on a problem which has already 
been solved. Or the scientific discovery which is 
given an immediate military application and 
then left underdeveloped. Or the scientist who 
hears students being lectured on.a theory which 
has been superseded. Can we afford to put our 
best scientific minds behind unscalable walls, to 
compartmentalize their knowledge to the point 
of sterility? 

More and more patriotic scientists are turning 
away from Government service because they feel 
it is depriving them of creative opportunities. 
They resent the denial of direct contact with a 
man like Britain’s Dirac wlio may be on the 
trail of a greater source of energy than the 
atom. They resent repeated investigations of 
every detail of their personal lives. 


Here, says Dr. Berkner, “the scientists are not 
asking for preferential treatment, but for a relief 
from distracting pressures that are unknown to 
the average American—a relief that is impera- 
tive if they are to keep America abreast of scien- 
tific progress.” 

* „ * 

Like the Federation of American Scientists, 
Dr. Berkner does not advocate a complete aban- 
donment of secrecy in military-scientific matters, 
but he asks whether it is doing the nation as 
much good as we like to believe. 

Behind this questioning there is what amounts 
to a revolution of the scientists. Perhaps the Gov- 
ernment may all too soon find itself served only 
by second-raters. Dr. Berkner quotes Galileo: 


Who ever heard that minds created free by 
God should submit slavishly to the arbitrary 
will of others? That they should submit in 
matters of truth to the decisions of a com- 
mittee of men not qualified to judge? 
These are the novelties that-carry with them 
the ruin of commonwealths and the subver- 
sion of the State. 


In these matters, the layman is largely de- 
pendent on the scientists. He cannot read their 
formulae. He can only evolwe a few logical and 
fair governing principles. The scientists obvious- 
ly do not like the rules now in force. So there 
had better be a second look—for the safety of 
the nation and for the future 
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The Silver Mariner Goes to Sea 

The largest and fastest ¢argo vessel in the 
world is the Silver Mariner, turned over to the 
Government a few days ago by the Camden 
shipyard that built her. She has 30 older sis- 
ters but since they undoubtedly have acquired 
quite a few barnacles the Silver Mariner, fresh 
from the shipyard, must be just a bit faster. 

Their speed is reported to be at least 25 
knots for they were bullt to outrun enemy 
submarines so they would not have to travel 
in convoys. The sad part of it is that the Silver 
Mariner marks the completion of the Govern- 
ment’s emergency shipbuilding program, begun 
in 1950 as a result of the Korean war. 

With so many of the nation’s shipyards empty, 
and with the Knowledge that it takes many 
months to build a chip even in the stress of 
war, it would seem that a few more Silver 
Mariners would not be amiss. ' 
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Defections on Both Sides 

The way in which Washington disclosed the de- 
fection of Yuri Rasturov, former Russian spy in 
Japan, seemed in part an answer to the dramatic 
switch to the Communists of Dr. Otto John, 
former West German security chief. 

State Depariment officials profess to see no 
connection, but Rasturov’s sudden appearance at 
a press conference was as formal an occasion 
as the unveiltng of a piece of statuary. The 
Government had not admitted before that the 
former spy was in its hands. 

Only a few days earlier Dr. John appeared 
before 400 Western news correspondents in East 
Berlin to deliver Communist propaganda. He 
said he left his job as seeurity chief of West 
Germany because the United States was planning 
a new war which would destroy Germany. 

When Dr. John first disappeared from West 
Berlin three weeks ago, the United States High 
Commission said he had been “forced” to go to 


the East zone, the Bonn Government said he 


had been “tricked,” ahd ‘other reports suggested 
he had been kidnaped. Meanwhile officials also 
intimated that Dr. John had not known any 
major secrets and that in losing him the West 
had not lost muen 

These conflicting reports read like excuses 
to the umpire. Dr. John could hardly have been 
important and unimportant, kidnap victim or 
traitor, all at the same time, 

Several West German päpers warned that 
Dr. John had undoubtedly defected and the 


West had suffered a serious blow. For the former 


Bonn official was not alone in his doubts about 


German rearmament of fear of war which might 
well destroy Germany, These doubts and fears 
- affect many Germans though few of them would 
0 over to the Communists for such reasons. 

Living under the Russian gun in a divided na- 
tional stage for cloak and dagger plotting, the 
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Germans well understand that anything can 
happen. Defections on both sides are one of 
the realities of cold war. Denying their ex- 
istence when they are not for us is not good 
propagahda. Good propaganda faces fact.

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Hospitals and Segregation 

One of our best, answers to Communist propa- 
ganda is the way.in which white doctors care for 
Negro patients in Homer G. Phillips Hospital, 
said Mordeeal W. Johnson, president of Howard 
University. He said it at a testimonial dinner 
given in Washington in connection with the con- 
vention of the National Medical Association in 
honor of Dr. Robert Elman of the Washington 
University Medical School. . 

Dr. Elman himself said that the color line 
might well be ‘wiped out not only for the staff, 
but also for patients. In the nature of things, 
he said, G. Phillips probably will always 
be a hospifal-for Negroes, but this should not be 


a matter of compulsion. Certainly, emergency 


cases should be treated at the nearest hospital, 
he said, whether it be City Hospital or Homer G. 
Phillips, whether the patient be white or black. 

The overriding concern must be for the 
patient’s welfare, and to ignore it is te court 
tragedy. For example, Dr. Elman said a man in- 
jured in front of Homer Phillips was taken across 
town to City Hospital because of a mistaken 
belief he was white. When it was learned at City 
Hospital that he was a Negro he wa’ taken back 
to Homer Phillips. He was dead on arrival. 

This is a matter of conscience for municipal 
authorities. They might give thought to the serv- 
ices Dr. Elman has rendered to that hospital as 
chief of staff and director of surgéry. Before 
he went to Homer G. Phillips Hospital in 1938 
to take his “turn,” supervision had been on a 
two-year rotating basis, first one of our medical 
schools and then the other assigned some of its 
staff members. ’ | 

To Dr. Elman the results were shocking. Two 
years simply did not offer time enough for the 
creation of an integrated hospital staff. So he 
stayed at Homer G. Phillips, giving it a good 
part of his time every week. About 25 or 30 
Washington University Medical School men now 
work with him regularly. 

A good many of the graduates of the country’s 
two Negro medical schools served their intern- 
ships in the hospital. These young doctors are 
not coming in the numbers they once did, now 
that internships are available to Negro medical 
graduates in a growing number of white hospi- 
tals. But about that Dr. Elman would not think 
of complaining. It represents. a realization of 
his own belief that the healing art is beyond 
racial considerations. 

That hospitals should be ahead of the preju- 
dices of their communities may be too much 
to.expect. We are just getting around to break- 
ing down the racial barrier in our schools. But 
individuals can be well ahead of the community. 
This Dr. Elman has shown by his unheralded 
services to Homer G. Phillips Hospital. 
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Owen Brewster Hunts a Job 
After more than a year and a half of the 
Eisenhower Administration, former Senator 
Owen Brewster of Maine is still hanging around 


‘Washington looking for a federal job of some 


kind. This is all to the credit of the Eisenhower 
Administration—that is, the fact that Owen 
Brewster is still looking. 

Since he was into one unsavory mess after an- 
other while a Senator, it is not strange at all 
that Mr. Brewster should appeal to Senator 
McCarthy of Wisconsin as just the man for the 
$11,600-job of counsel to the Senate Government 
Operations Committee. They are pretty much 
two of a kind and could be expected to work 
together in McCarthylike harmony. 

But the appointment has not come off and as 
Raymond P. Brandt reported from our Wash- 
ington bureau Sunday, it does not look too prom- 
ising. Five minority members of the committee 
—including Senator Symington of Missouri and 
with Senator McClellan of Arkansas presiding— 
have decided ‘not to approve the appointment. 


This at least balks the McCarthy-Brewster axis 


and may knock it out entirely. 

The old custom of senatorial courtesy, in 
whose name so many legislative crimes are 
practiced, appears to be about to take a beating. 
If so the provocation is perfect and the cause is 
the best! ace

To Richmond Heights 

The people of Richmond Heights have the 
same stake which everybody else in St. Louis 
and St. Louis county has in clearing up the traf- 
fic congestion that clogs the streets of the etro- 
politan area. We hope, therefore, that the people 
of Richmond Heights will think twice before 
they fling themselves into a do-or-die stand 
against the Daniel Boone expressway. 

Richmond Heights officials have already 
persuaded the County Council to postpone ac- 
tion on the route, and they talk about filing a 
court challenge. . 

But wait a minute, Richmond Heights. Surely 
it is clear what will happen if every suburb 
throws a roadblock across this. badly needed 
highway. There will be no highway. The state 
and federal money which is to finance most of 
the cost will go to Kansas City, or somewhere 
else. And the St. Louis area—including most 
particularly Richmond Heights—will continue to 
bog down in the time-wasting, money-costing, re- 
source-wasting mire of overloaded streets. 

Is it too much to hope that Richmond Heights 
might prove itself a little more enlightened than 
other communities that have blocked the ex- 
pressway route? Is it naive to suppose that Rich- 
mond Heights people might just possibly con- 
clude, once they thought about it, that the Dan- 
fel Boone expressway would benefit them, as 
well as everybody else? 

When people talk about an expressway they 
naturally emphasize its disadvantages. We hope 
Richmond Heights will also look at the other 
side. Under the present situation, Clayton Road, 
McCausland and other main arteries carry an 
intolerable traffic load, with the result that 
heavy traffic spills over onto many residential 
streets in Richmond Heights. 

Would it not be better--for Richmond Heights 
to channel all that traffic onto one protected, 
safer, more efficient, limited-access roadway? Is 
it not better to have traffic going through your 
community, on an expressway properly engi- 
neered to carry-it, than to have it jammed up 
on a surface street system which cannot cope 
with it? | 

Admittedly the State’s finally determined 
route for the Daniel Boone expressway has de- 
fects. Any route does. Admittedly It would cause 
some destruction of homes. Any route would. 
But would not Richmond Heights as well as the 
rest of the community be better off to accept the 
disadvantages in order to obtain the advantages 
of a badly needed through route? Is not this 
route better than none—for Richmond Heights 
and the whole community? \

What Power Debate Accomplished 


The Mirror 
of 
Public Opinion 


Thirteen-day discussion in Senate was called a filibuster by op- 
ponents but was addressed to one of most momentous subjects 
ever considered by Congress, says trade magazine; five major 
deficiencies of original bill were corrected in consequence. 


An Editorial in Public Power Magazine 


The great power debate of the Eight» 
third Congress is over. For some 13 
days in a torrid Washington July, the 
Senate devoted its sessions—many of 
them around-the-clock—to the power 
issue. It was one of the Senate’s most 
thorough airings of the power question. 


Precipitating the “great debate” was 
the Cole-Hickenlooper bill completely 
revising the Atomic Energy Act of 1946. 
The 104-page bill is one of the most 
momentous ever to be considered by the 
Congress, for it 
sets the pattern of 
peacetime utiliza- 
tion of a basic new 
energy resource 
whose potentialities 
are so vast and far- 
reaching that they 
stagger the imagi- 
nation. 

Unfortunately, 
however, two events 
detracted the pub- 
lic from the under- 
lying issues pre- 
sented by the Cole- 
Hickenlooper bill 
One was the so- 
called Dixon-Yates contract which 
would permit AEC to act as a “power 
broker” for TVA but which was a part 
of the atomic energy bill only insofar 
as amendments relating to this type of 
contract were considered. 


What Fighting Is About 


The other was Majority Leader 
Knowland’s ordering the Senate into 
the around-the-clock sessions which pre- 
cipitated what was charged to be a “fili- 
buster.” Actually, with few exceptions 
which are normal for the Senate, the 
debate was directed to the Cole-Hicken- 
looper bill, and the Senate accepted 
some 16 amendments and rejected 15 
during the so-called “filibuster.” 

What, then, was the fighting about? 
Here are some of the more significant 
deficiencies of the Cole-Hickenlooper 
bill which were highlighted during the 
debate and were corrected by Senate- 
adopted amendments: 

1. As reported out of committee, the 
bill, for all practical purposes, would 
have prohibited the Atomic Energy 
Commission and other federal agencies 
from building nuclear reactors for com- 
mercial power generation. 

Yet, the Federal Government to date 
has invested some $12,000,000,000 to 
bring about the development of atomic 
energy, and will continue to retain own- 
ership of fissionable materials. 

It would hardly seem, therefore, that 
the Government should be prohibited 
from building pilot or “yardstick” plants 
for the generation of electric power, 
particularly in view of the fact that the 
AEC itself is the largest single con- 
sumer of electric power in the world.

power plants for the commercial gener- 
ation of electric power from nuclear 
materials. 

This will ereate a situation similar to 
that existing under the Federal Power 
Act, since non-federal agencies are re- 
quired to go before FPC to obtain 
licenses to build hydro projects on 
navigable streams. 

But whereas the Federal Power Act 
requires that, where there are conflict- 
ing applications, the FPC shall give pref- 
erence to applications submitted by lo- 
cal public agencies, no such condition 
was originally included in the ‘Cole- 
Hickenlooper bill. This condition was 
added, however, in an amendment 
adopted by the Senate. 


Patent Provisions Clarified 


4. As noted above, the AEC, under 
the pending bill, will be authorized to 
issue 40-year licenses for nuclear power 
facilities. But whereas the Federal 
Power Act spells out in considerable 
detail the regulatory procedures to be 
followed by the FPC in granting licenses 
in the public interest, such provisions 
were almost totally lacking in the Cole- 
Hickenlooper bill. Some, however, were 
added by Senate amendments. 

5. The patent provisions of the Cole- 
Hickenlooper bill, as reported to the 
Senate, were complicated and the pro- 
cedures to be followed by the Commis- 
sion in compulsory licensing were not 
well defined. 

Again, however, Senate debate of the 
bill resulted in adoption of an amend- 
ment which extended the period of com- 
pulsory licensing and otherwise im- 
proved the patent provisions. 

As pointed. out in a letter from Alex 
Radin, general manager of the American 


Public Power Association, to each mem- 


ber of the Senate, APPA does not in any 
sense advocate a Federal Government 
monopoly in the field of nuclear energy, 
just as the Association does not advo- 
cate a federal or public power monopo- 
ly in the electric industry. Local public 
agencies, rural electric co-operatives 
and private companies, should be per- 
mitted to share in the opportunity of 
making this resource available to all 
the people.

ging clams. All the Gilbreths it seems 
have a very hard case of Nantucket 
fever, and before she realizes what is 
going on, Barbara has one too.

The Administration source at 
Camp David, who asked not to 
be identified by name, said the 
President or his aids probably 
will talk privately with House 
leaders in an effort to get the 
bill shelved. 

Mr. Eisenhower will have an 
opportunity to do so Monday 
morning in Washington at his 
regular weekly meeting with Re- 
publican congressional leaders. 

Two Senators Hopeful. 

In Washington, two Republi- 
can Senators told reporters they 
think a satisfactory version of 
the measure can be worked out.

McGann was arrested on a 
speeding. charge shortly after 
three Negro gunmen cleaned out 
the vault at the Air Force base, 
just eight miles from Washing- 
ton, in the biggest bank haul in 
Maryland history. 

The arresting officer had not 
heard of the rabbery ‘until he 
took McGann to the police sta- 
tion to book him for speeding. 
When the officer, Sgt. Charles 
L. Perrygo, heard descriptions 
of the bank robbers he ex- 
claimed: “I must have the other 
two out here.” 

Companions Get Away. 

But two companions in the car 
when McGann was arrested had 
driven off in the meantime. 

Brown said five of the eight 
persons in the bank, a branch of 
the First National Bank of 
Southern Maryland at Upper 
Marlboro, identified McGann as 
one of the gunmen. 

Four bank employes and four 
customers were forced into a 
vault of the one-story concrete 
bank building, situated across 
the street from the air base op- 
erations headquarters. 

Manager Herbert Pinckney, 
one of those locked in, released 
all eight within a few minutes, 
using an escape lever put there 
for just that purpose. Pinckney 
spread the alarm. 

Shortly after that Perrygo, 
patrolling in his police car, was 
passed by a car going 70 to 80 
miles an hour. 

Reward Is Offered. 

Perrygo said he stopped the 
car—which had three occupants, 
all Negroes—and the driver of- 
fered him a $20 bill, saying he 


He was asked if he felt this 


was in a hurry. 

Perrygo took them in and was 
booking McGann, the driver, 
when he heard the robbery 


was “a risk to the security of 
the Western Hemisphere and to 
the United States.”

Rastvorov, at ease through an 
hour-long questioning by Wash- 
ington reporters, said he was a 
member but not the boss of the 
Soviet intelligence setup in 
Japan. He said Russia had agents 
“medium-high” in the Japanese 
government. 

He said, after much prodding 
by the newspaper men, he has 
told all he knows about Soviet 
espionage to the United States 
Government. Japanese repre- 
sentatives interrogated him, too, 
he said. 


It was on these questionings, 
Rastvorov implied, that a sweep- 
ing roundup of Communist 
agents inside the Japanese gov- 
ernment will be based. Pressed 
as to when this would come off, 
he draped his 5 foot 10-inch 
frame around the State Depart- 
ment auditorium’s lectern and 
replied owlishly:

He 
snorted: “I am an adult man, 
not 20 or 18 or 17.“ 


The new spelling of his name 
—dropping an o“ from the 
middle — appeared en written 
material handed out the 
State Department. He appar- 
ently had insisted on it—just 
as he had firmly requested that 
no pictures be taken during the 
conference. He also gave no 
hint of what he planned to do 
next. 


Rastvorov said he knew of no 
spies or their contacts in Wash- 
ington but stressed that he has 
not been here before and could 
not be expected to know this. 

He reported what another 
Russian spy has already told 
American authorities—that the 
head of the Russian secret po- 
lice spy apparatus is Alexander 
Panyushkin, a former ambassa- 
dor to Washington. 

He said the Soviets failed in 
their efforts in Japan to pick up 
spy information from American 
service men and Americans gen- 
erally, 

The State Department said 
nothing about Rastvorov's mis- 
sion in Japan but informed offi- 
cials told a reporter he once 
masterminded one spy network 
and knew of the existence of 
three others which operated 
under instructions from Moscow 
in the Far East.

Concentration Camp. 

Finally, with Suydam intro- 
duced Rastvorov, who read a 
prepared statement—first in 
Russian and then in English— 
before the question-and-answer 
session. 

The statement accused the 
Communists of turning Russia 
into a concentration camp 
wracked with fear and suspi- 
cion. Rastvorov said he could 
stand it no more—grandfather 
starved to death, uncle ostra- 
cized, his only true friend killed 
in World War II:

turn home, and because he had 
failed to recruit any Americans 
as spies. 

Shizuhiko Yamamoto, a Jap-

Pick- 
ing carefully, he replied to 
some questions in heavily ac- 
cented English, let others slide 
by and rejected still others on 
security grounds.

The Ambas- 
sador, Georgi N. Zarubin, sent 
word neither he nor any of his 
aids could make it to the State 
Department to pick up the for- 
mal notification that Rastvorov 
was, as the Russians have been 
saying for seven months, in 
American hands. 

As recently as last week Za- 
rubin had been at the State De- 
partment inquiring into Rast- 
vorov’s whereabouts. The de- 
partment promised some news 
shortly, then asked him in yes- 
terday one and a quarter hours 
before the Rastvorov press con- 
ference. 

But Zarubin, not officially 


“I wanted to live like a de- 
cent human being. I wanted to 
be treated decently and I wanted 
to be able to treat other people 
decently. 

“It is impossible to live like 
this under Communism. People 
do not dare treat each other de- 
cently or trust each other or 
speak freely to each other.” 

Rast vorov is married, and his 
wife and 8-year-old daughter are 
now living in Moscow. They did 
not accompany him when he 
went to Japan four years ago. 
His father, too, lives in Moscow. 
He is a retired colonel of the 
Soviet army.

ASKED WHAT HE THOUGHT was the best 
thing about the Indian’s way of life when he 
freely roamed the prairies, a wrinkled tribes- 
man replied: “The absence of money.” 

Their inability to absorb the white man’s 
attitude toward material wealth remains as a 
major stumbling block in their acceptance of 
civilization. 

The white man invented radio and TV give- 
away programs to dramatize the plight of people 
in distress. The Sioux Indian giveaway system 
ds just the reverse. 

Even today, in times of grief over the death 
of a member, an Indian family sometimes will 
eall in friends and neighbors and distribute all 
its possessions among them. For some reason 
this makes everybody feel better, particularly 
pe neighbors.
